It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  statement  that  although  but 
c  months  of  the  year  have  expired,  that  the  Board  has  ap- 
>priated  moneys  greatly  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  apart 
•  special  purposes.  The  Committee  deem  it  proper  to  state 
the  Board  that  the  several  amounts  set  apaxt  iot  T^^wStist^ 
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Salaries,  IncideDtal  expenses  of  Ward  Schools,  &c.,  were  cut 
down  to  the  lowest  figures  for  the  purpose  of  providing  as 
large  amount  as  possible  for  special  purposes.  There  will 
therefore  be  no  funds  to  draw  on  to  meet  the  excess.  It  iftay 
be  stated  that  the  amount  set  apart  for  Special  purposes  is 
only  appropriated,  but  not  expended,  and  that  a  large  portion 
will  not  be  required  this  year.  Aside  from  the  manifest  injus- 
tice of  re-appropriating  money  already  appropriated,  simply 
because  its  owners  may  not  demand  it  before  the  year  1863, 
it  is  also  apparent  to  all  familiar  with  the  appropriations  made 
this  year,  that  in  every  instance  when  made  for  the  erection 
of  new  buildings,  enlarging  buildings,  &c.,  that  the  contracts 
required  the  work  to  be  completed  before  December  next ;  be- 
sides more  than  $80,000  was  actually  paid  immediately  after 
the  appropriations  were  made  out  of  $133,677  31,  which  was 
the  amount  set  apart  for  special  purposes. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  consider  it  to  be  their 
duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  an  exhibit  hereto  an- 
nexed, which  a  careful  estimate,  made  by  the  Committee,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings,  of  the  amounts  re- 
quired in  addition  to  what  is  already  appropriated,  to  oom- 
plete  the  work  now  authorized  by  this  Board,  which  is  forty- 
three  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  ($43,295). 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  will  be  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
an  excess  of  appropriations,  over  and  above  funds  to  meet 
them,  of  seventy- four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-six  dol- 
lars and  fifty-one  cents  ($74,946  51). 

The  Supreme  Court,  in  the  year  1855,  decided  that  the 
Board  of  Education  could  not  expend  more  moneys  than  ths 
limits  fixed  by  the  School  Laws,  and  that,  "  beyond  it,  no 
legal  liability  could  be  created."  Yet  if  a  balance  should  he 
struck  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1862,  it  would  show  that 
this  Board  had  incurred  debts  beyond  the  limits  fixed  by  the 
School  Laws,  and  consequently  violated  both  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  the  Statute.

£he  Free  Aoademy,  who  read  the  foUowmg  report,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Award  on  Prize 
Speaking : 

REPORT. 

To  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  Free  Academy^ 
and  to  the  Faculty  : 

The  undersigned,  who,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation of  the  City  of  New- York,  acted  as  the  judges,  at  the 
annual  contest  of  the  candidates  selected  from  the  classes  of 
the  Free  Academy,  for  the  prizes  of  public  speaking,  for  the 
present  year,  unanimously  report : 

That  the  judges  selected  and  invited  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, all  attended  at  the  "  Prize  Speaking  of  the  Free 
Academy,"  at  the  Hall  of  the  Cooper  Institute,  on  Friday 
evening  last. 

They  were  much  gratified  at  the  good  elocution  and  ani- 
mated delivery  of  every  one  of  the  speakers,  without  any 
exception.  This  is  the  more  gratifying  to  the  judges,  because 
it  is  not  merely  a  just  tribute  to  the  merit  of  the  several 
speakers,  but  also  affords  strong  evidence  in  the  excellent  elo- 
cution of  the  selected  speakers,  of  the  general  attention  suc- 
cessfully paid  in  the  institution  to  right  pronunciation,  distinct 
enunciation  and  all  that  trains  its  pupils  to  the  correct  use  of 
their  native  language. 

In  regard  to  the  selection  of  the  individuals  most  worthy  of 
the  two  prizes,  that  for  Prose  Declamation  and  that  for  Reci- 
tation of  Poetry,  the  judges  had  some  hesitation,  from  the 
general  merit  of  the  speakers,  as  there  was  no  one  of  the 
eight  who  might  not  have  been  adjudged  worthy  of  a  prize  in 
competition  with  others  possessing  equal  advantages  of  educa- 
tion with  themselves. 
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The  Judges,  however,  in  conference  after  the  Declamations^, 
agreed  to  award  the  Prize  for  Prose  Declamation  to  Thomas 
B.  Wiley  ;  and  that  for  Declamation  of  Poetry  to  Arthur  M 
Lee.

No  salary  shall  be  paid  to  a  Teacher  in  any  Primary 
or  Grammar  School,  unless  as  a  part  of  the  aggregate 
amount  allowed  to  the  Ward  for  the  salaries  of  Teachers, 
except  to  a  Teacher  of  vocal  music  in  a  Grammar  or 
Primary  School,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  that  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year  for  any  School ;  and  except,  also,  in  a 
Grammar  School,  to  a  Teacher  of  the  French  language,  or 
of  the  German  language,  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
Ward  may  select  and  determine,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  that 
of  seventy-five  dollars  a  year  for  each  hour  per  week  that  the 
Teacher  may  be  employed,  and  not  exceeding  an  aggregate  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year  for  any  School;  and, 
also,  to  a  Teacher  of  Drawing,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  that 
of  seventy-five  dollars  a  year  for   each  hour  per  week  that 
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the  Teacher  may  be  employed,  and  not  exceeding  an  aggre- 
gate of  two  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  any  School ;  and,  also, 
to  a  Teacher  of  Penmanship,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  that  of 
fifty  dollars  a  year  for  each  hour  per  week  that  the  Teacher 
may  be  employed,  and  not  exceeding  an  aggregate  of  one 
hundred  dollars  a  year  for  any  School ;  and  except,  also,  in  a 
Primary  School  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  to  a  Lecturer  upon  Common  Ob- 
jects and  Natural  Things,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  that  of  fifty 
dollars  a  year  for  each  hour  per  week  that  he  may  be  em- 
ployed, and  not  exceeding  an  aggregate  of  two  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year  for  any  School.

The  President  then  put  the  question  whether  tie  Board 
wonld  adopt  the  first  By-Law  as  amended,  and  the  two.  re- 
iOnkiiBg  By-Laws  aforesaid,  aindit  wasdeoided  in  the:aj£taia' 
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Mr.  Waterbury  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  ap- 
pended to  report  No.  YII.,  said  report  and  resolutions  being  as 
follows : 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  who 
were  inttruoted  to  *' consider  and  report  such  amendments  to. 
the  present  By-Laws  as  shall  compel  the  local  Boards  to  obtain 
their  repairs  and  supplies  through  the  Shop,  whenever  pcaoti-, 
cable,"  respectfully  report  that  they  are  unable  to  report  such 
amendments  for  the  reason  that  the  section  of  the  Act  relative^ 
to  the  Common  Schools  of  this  city,  which  provides  that  the 
Board  may  ''  employ,   under  the  Superintendent  of  School 
Buildings,  necessary  workmen,  and  provide  necessary  materi- 
als for  repairing,  altering,  and  enlarging  School  or  other  baild- 
ihgs,"  expressly  declares  that  the  said  provision  "  shall  not  be 
donstrued  to  compel  the  Trustees  of  any  Ward  to  use  or  em- 
pltfy  such  workmen  or  materials  for  any  purpose  whatever.'* 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  whole  subject  of  estab- . 
liahing  new  Schools,  purchasing  and  leasing  sites,  and  hiring, 
erecting,  altering,  repairing,  warming  and  furnishing  build- 
ings, and  in  relation  thereto,  they  recommend  the  adoption  6f 
the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Besolvedy  That  subdivision  seven  of  the  By-Law,  num- 
bered as  section  nineteen  in  the  Manual  for  1862,  be  amend- 
ed, by  striking  out  the  words,  '*  and  School-Houses" ;  that 
subdivision  ten  of  the  same  section  be  amended,  by  substitu- 
ting the  word  *'  Buildings"  for  the  word  "  Repairs,"  and  that 
the  By-Law  numbered  as  section  forty-three  be  repealed. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  following  By-Laws  be  adopted :

School  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  New  Schools, 

f  — •.  The  number  of  Schools  in  any  building  shall  not  ba 
increased  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
the  number  of  G-rammar  Schools  in  any  Ward,  except  the 
Twelfth,  shall  not  be  increased  to  more  than  two  for  boys  and 
two  for  giirls. 

i  — .  Every  application  for  authority  to  purchase  or  lease 
a  building  for  a  new  School,  and  every  application  for  authority 
to  purchase  ground,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Sites,  which  Committee  shall  have  power  to  recommend  aix 
appropriation  for  either  of  the  said  purposes,  _  ^ 
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^ — .  Bvery  other  applioation  for  an  appropriation  to  par- 
cjfifise  a  bnilding,  and  every  application  for  authority  to  hire* 
erect,  enlarge,  alter,  or  repair  a  building,  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Comrnittee  on  Buildings. 

f-T-.  Every  application  for  authority  to  procure  apparatus 
for  warming  or  ventilating  a  building,  or  to  repair  or  alter  any 
suph  apparatus,  shall  be  referred  to  ihe  Committee  on  Warm- 
ing and  Ventilation. 

i — .  Every  application  for  authority  to  procure  furniture 
fpf  any  building,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  School 
Furniture. 

i.— .  !^verY  application  for  an  appropriation  to  erect,  en- 
large,, alter,  repair,  warm,  ventilate^  or  furnish  any  building, 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee ;  and  that  Com- 
mitter, if  the  work  is  to  be  done  by  contract,  shall  report,  spe- 
cifically, in  each  case,  whether  or  not  the  advertisements 
for  proposals  have  been  duly  published,  and  the  contract 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

i  — .  In  case  any  School  building  shall  have  been  partially 
injured  or  destroyed  by  fire,  the  Board  may,  by  the  votes  of 
at  least  four  fifths  of  the  members  present,  without  referring 
the  matter  to  a  Committee,  make  an  appropriation  for  the  ne- 
cessary repairs,  and  authorize  the  work  to  be  done  otherwise 
than  by  contract. 

i  — .  Every  contract  by  this  Board,  or  by  any  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  School  Ofiicers,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Comtiiittee  for  examination  and  approval. 

i  — .  The  annual  aggregate  of  the  expenditures  in  any 
Ward,  for  any  and  all  purposes  other  than  the  salaries  of 
teachers  and  janitors,  and  the  payments  for  supplies  furnished 
through  the  Depository,  or  by  the  Committee  on  Supplies  of 
this  Board,  shall  not  exceed  a  sum  equal  to  one  dollar  for  each 
unit  of  the  total  average  attendance  of  the  Schools  in  the 
Ward,  for  the  year  next  previous  to  the  current  year,  as  veri- 
fied in  pursuance  of  the  thirty-third  section  of  the  act  relative 
to  the  Common  Schools  of  this  city ;  but  the  Committee  on 
Buildings,  of  this  Board,  may,  from  time  to  time,  authorize 
«^dditio;nal  expenditures  for  the  alteration  or  repair  of  any 
Sphool  building,  provided,  that  the  aggregate  of  such  additional 
ei^pefiditures,  in  any  Ward,  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  year,  a 
sum  equal  to  twenty  cents  for  each  unit  of  the  saia  aYera|[e 
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attandanoe  of  the  Schools  in  the  Ward  for  the  year  next  previ- 
oua ;  and  the  Committee  on  School  Furniture  may,  in  like  man- 
ner, authorize  additional  expenditures  for  furniture,  provided, 
that  the  aggregate  of  such  additional  expenditures,  in  any 
Ward,  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  year,  a  sum  equal  to  five  cents 
for  each  unit  of  the  said  average  attendance.  No  expenditore 
beyond  or  in  addition  t;0  the  limitations  above  prescribed, 
shall  be  made  or  incurred  unless  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  pre- 
vious specific  appropriation  by  this  Board. 

3,  Resolved^  That  the  By-Law  numbered  as  section  fifty- 
five,  in  the  Manual  for  1862,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

§  — .  No  resolution  establishing  a  new  School  or  increasing 
the  number  of  Schools  in  any  building;  or  authorizing  the 
purchase  or  leasing  of  any  ground,  or  the  hiring  of  any  build- 
ing  for  a  longer  time  than  one  year;  or  authorizing  the  purchase, 
erection,  enlargement,  alteration,  or  repair  of  any  building, 
or  the  procuring  of  warming  or  ventilating  apparatus  or  fur- 
niture therefor,  or  making  an  appropriation  for  any  such  pur- 
S>8e,  or  increasing  the  amount  of  the  annual  allowance,  to  any 
Tard  for  the  salaries  of  teachers,  shall  be  passed,  except  by 
the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  ^  members 
elected  to  this  Board. 

Mr.  Ford  moved  to  amend  the  second  resolution  aforesaid 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "  Twelfth,"  second  line  from  the 
bottom,  the  words,  "  and  Nineteenth." 

Lost. 

The  President  then  put  the  question  whether  the  Board 
would  agree  with  said  resolutions,  and  it  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative. 

Mr.  Waterburv  moved  the  adoption  of  report  No.  YliL 
with  the  recommendations  contained  therein,  of  the  Committee 
on  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  said  report  being  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  who 
wore  directed  to  "  report  By-Laws  for  the  proper  distribution 
of  the  moneys  provided  for  School  Libraries,pursuant  to  an  act 
passed  April  13,  1860,"  and  to  whom  was  referred  a  request 
^f  'the  Trustees  of  the  Fifth  Ward,  to  be  informed  what  amount 
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they  are  empowered  to  expend  for  books  to  famish  the  libra- 
ries in  the  Schools  under  their  charge,  respectfully  report  that, 
in  their  opinion,  it  is  not  practicable,  in  pursuance  of  that  act, 
to  prepare  a  By-Law  for  the  *'  proper  distribution"  of  the  said 
moneys,  and  they  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
annexed  Memorial  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New- 
York,  for  an  amendment  of  the  law.  In  their  opinion,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Fifth  Ward  are  not  authorized,  under  the 
existing  By-Laws,  to  expend  any  amount  whatever  for  the  pur- 
pose specified  in  their  request  for  information. 

MEMORIAL. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New-  York : 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of  New- York  respect- 
fully represent  that  it  is  impracticable,  in  accordance  with  the 
act  entitled,  "  An  Act  in  relation  to  School  Libraries  in  the 
City  of  New  York,"  passed  April  13,  1S60,  to  make  an  eco- 
nomical and  judicious  distribution  of  the  moneys  provided  for 
School  Libraries  in  the  said  city,  and  they  therefore  respect- 
fully apply  to  your  honorable  body  for  an  amendment  of  the 
law,  by  the  passage  of  a  bill  similar  in  its  provisions  to  the 
one  of  which  a  draft  is  herewith  submitted.  And  your  peti- 
tioners will  ever  pray,  &c. 

PROPOSED  ACT. 
AN  ACT  IN  RELATION  TO  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES  IN  THE  CITY  OP  NEW- YORK. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New -York  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

h  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
City  and  County  of  New- York,  to  set  apart  and  appropriate 
all  moneys  heretofore  provided  or  which  hereafter  may  be  pro- 
vided for  School  Libraries  in  the  city  of  New- York,  to  the 
exclusive  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  libraries  for 
such  of  the  pupils  attending  the  Grrammar  Schools  in  the 
several  Wards  of  the  said  city,  as  may  be  entitled  to  use  such 
libraries  by  the  regulations  and  by-laws  which  the  said  Board 
may  from  time  to  time  adopt. 

♦  2.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  within  sixty  days  ftom 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  as  often  thereafter  as  die 
said  Board  may  deem  expedient,  purchase,  by  contr^pl^  a(9  xuany 
oopies  as  will  supply  one  for  each  of  the  libraries ^^pivided  ;£>r 
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in  section  one,  of  such  works  or  books  as  the  said  Boar^ 
may  estimate  can  be  parohased  by  the  moneys  applicable  'to 
that  object.  The  books  to  be  purchased  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  designated  by  the  City  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  his  Assistants,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  the 
Board  of  Education  shall  advertise  for  two  weeks  in  two  of 
the  daily  papers  published  in  the  said  city,  for  proposals  t.o  fur- 
nish the  said  books,  and  the  contract  to  supply  each  work  or 
book  to  be  furnished  shall  be  given  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who 
shall  give  the  security  required  by  the  advertisement  for  ihe 
faithful  performance  of  his  contract. 

i  3,  The  act  entitled,  **  An  Act  in  relation  to  School  Libra- 
ries in  the  City  of  New- York,"  passed  April  13,  1860,  and  all 
other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

i  4.  This  act  shall  take  eiTect  immediately. 

Mr.  Benedict  moved  to  amend  said  report  by  striking  out 
of  the  Memorial,  the  following  words :  "  an  amendment  of 
the  law,  by  the  passage  of  a  bill  similar  in  its  provisions  to  the 
one  of  which  a  draft  is  herewith  submitted ;"  and  to  substitute 
therefor  the  words,  "  a  repeal  of  the  said  Act,"  and  also  by  stri- 
king out  the  words  "  Proposed  Act." 

Carried. 

The  pREsmENT  put  the  question,  whether  the  Board  would 
adopt  said  report  as  amended,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affir- 
mative. 

;    Mr.  Waterbury  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  ap- 
pended to  Report  No.  IX.,  said  resolutions  being  as  follows  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  By-Laws  numbered  as  sections  one 
hundred  and  thirty-two  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-six,  in 
the  Manual  for  1862,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  — .  No  salary  paid  to  a  Principal  or  a  Vice-Principal  in  a 
Ward  School  shall  exceed  the  rate  hereinafter  specified,  namely  : 
in  Grammar  Schools  for  boys,  fifteen  hundred  dollars  to  the 
Principal,  and  twelve  hundred  to  the  Vice-Principal ;  in  GFram- 
mar  Schools  for  girls,  eight  hundred  dollars  to  the  PrincipaJ, 
and  six  hundred  to  the  Vice-Prip.cipal ;  and  in  Primary  Schools, 
six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  the  Principal,  and  five  bundted 
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tp  ihd  Vioe-Prinoipal.  Only  oae  Principal  and  one  Vioe-Prin- 
oipal  shall  be  employed  in  any  School,  and  no  salaiy  of  an 
assistant  teacher  shall  be  as  large  as  that  of  the  Vice-Pf inoipal 
of  the  same  School." 

2.  Resolved.  That  the  Bv-Laws  numbered  as  sections  one 
hundred  and  thirty-three  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-five,  in 
the  Manual  for  1862,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

4  — .  The  annual  aggregate  of  the  salaries  of  the  Teaohers 
employed  in  any  Ward  shall  he  limited  to  an  amount  based 
upon  the  average  attendance  of  the  several  Schools  in  the  Ward, 
for  the  year  next  previous  to  the  current  year,  as  verified  in 
.pursuance  of  the  thirty- third  section  of  the  act  relative  to  the 
Common  Schools  of  this  City  ;  and  the  said  aggregate  shall 
not  exceed  the  total  amount  of  the  following  items,  namely : 
for  each  Grammar  School  for  boys,  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for 
the  Principal,  and,  in  case  the  said  average  attendance  of  the 
School  shall  have  exceeded  one  hundred  and  twenty,  and  not 
otherwise,  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  the  Vice-Principal,  and 
also,  if  the  said  average  attendance  of  the  School  shall  have  been 
two  hundred  or  less,  fifteen  dollars  for  each  unit  thereof,  or, 
if  the  same  shall  have  been  more  than  two  hundred,  thirteen 
dollars  for  each  unit  thereof  ;  for  each  Grammar  School  for 
girls,  eight  hundred  dollars  for  the  Principal,  and,  in  case  the 
said  average  attendance  of  the  School  shall  have  exceeded  one 
hundred  and  twenty,  and  not  otherwise,  six  hundred  dollars 
for  the  Vice-Principal,  and  also  ten  dollars  for  each  ui^it  of  the 
eaid  average  attendance  of  the  School,  and  for  each  Priniary 
School,  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  Principal,  and,  in 
case  the  said  average  attendance  of  the  School  shall  have  ex- 
ceeded two  hundred  and  forty,  and  not  otherwise,  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  Vice-Principal,  and  also  six  dollars  for  each  unit 
of  the  said  average  attendance  of  the  School.  The  salaries  of 
the  several  Teachers  employed  in  the  Ward  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  except  as  they  are  regulated 
or  limited  by  the  By-Laws  of  this  Board,  provided  that  the 
total  amount  of  the  salaries  shall  not  exceed  the  aggregate 
allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

i  — ^,  In  case  the  average  attendance  of  any  School  for  the 
period  of  thirty  days,  as  verified  in  the  manner  required  by  the 
thirty-third  section  of  the  act  relative  to  the  Common  Schools 
of  this  City,  shall  exhibit  a  material  increase  over  the'ayerage 
attendance  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  year  bext  pre- 
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viousy  as  verified  in  the  same  manner,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  Ward  may  apply  to  this  Board  for  an  additional  allow.* 
ance  ;  which  applioation  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  oh 
Teachers,  and  after  they  shall  have  examined  and  reported 
upon  the  matter,  such  additional  allowance  may  be  made  as 
^all  be  just  and  necessary. 

Mr.  Farr  moved  to  amend  said  resolution  by  substitutiti^ 
therefor  the  tariff  of  salaries  provided  for  by  the  existing  By- 
Laws  of  the  Board.
